What have YOU done to help the program of the legislative com- 
mittee? Will your name be on the list of contributors to the fund now 
being raised to pay the necessary expenses of this committee? You can 
spare either time, money, or both; have you done your share? Do you 
realize how inseparably the work of the legislative committee is bound to 
the work of the membership committee? What are YOU doing to make 
President Mendel’s slogan, 3700 by ‘37, come true? The more members 
we have, the more power we have. Go out next week and get at least one 
member, either a new prospect or an old member now in arrears. Don't be 
easily discouraged; if your prospective member pleads poverty, sympathize 
with him but ask him for half the dues and go back again for the other half. 
Your physician has probably told you that you ought to walk more anyway! 

It is high time we settled down to work here in Pennsylvania and passed 
a real law with thirty-two teeth in it. Virginia passed one last year and it 
has already been upheld in Richmond by the City Circuit Court. Judge 
Gunn quoted from the Supreme Court Decision on the Oregon law, “the 
Legislature was not dealing with traders in commodities but with the vital 
interest of public health and with a profession treating bodily ills and 
demanding different standards of conduct from those which are traditional 
in the competition of the market place.”’ There are in this country of ours, 
newspapers which censor their advertising columns and which refuse adver- 
tisements which are false, misleading, or otherwise inimical to the welfare 
of their readers. In Pennsylvania there are evidently very few papers which 
adhere to this high standard. If there were, we would not be a witness to 
the disgraceful spectacle of the manager of their state organization allying 
himself and his organization with the exceedingly small percentage of our 
profession who are unwilling to subscribe to the ethics of our profession; 
fighting with them and for them against our legislation. Why? Because 
the passage of a bill similar to the tae law would cost the newspapers 
of the state some advertising income and compel them to be a little more 
like the saintly lifter-uppers they pretend to be. Evidently their veneer 
of public service to the community is easily worn through; when they must 
choose between the welfare of the finances and the welfare of their readers, 
money comes first. As Mr. Chief Justice Hughes so nicely puts it, “and 
demanding different standards of conduct from those which are traditional 
in the competition of the market place.”

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THE RELATION OF DENTISTRY 
TO THE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 


As Chairman of the Committee on the Relation of Dentistry to the 
Department of Health, | beg to report the following: 

Probably the outstanding contribution of the State Department of 
Health to Dentistry is the recognition accorded us through the Secretary 
of Health, Doctor Edith McBride-Dexter, in allotting approximatel 
$21,000.00 of the money given the state on the Maternal and Child Healt 
Program of the National Social Security Act. In utilizing these funds, she 
has appointed to date seven Dental Hygienists whose work has been 
integrated with that of the Medical and Nursing groups operating in the 
field on this grant. They are at present at work in the most needed rural 
areas, employed in Pre-school work in Child Health Centers in Allegheny, 
Lackawanna and Clearfield Counties. 

One-half their time is to be devoted to pre-school and one-half to 
school work. Chairs and full operative equipment has been purchased for 
their school program. The main objective of all the program is to awaken 
these communities to the alarming necessity for medical, nursing and 
dental attention to the mothers and children. As these needs are recognized 
and methods for correction accomplished, the groups will move on to other 
needy rural centers and in other counties. ~ 

The cordial relationship between the Dental Profession and the 
Department of Health has been of such nature that your chairman has not 
deemed it necessary to call a meeting of the Committee. This will be done 
at once, however, in case of emergency or upon the suggestion of any of 
the members as to the advisability of such a call.

STATE EMERGENCY RELIEF 


The medical relief program has come to an end. The vast army of 
professional men that contributed their time and efforts so willingly and 
unselfishly will stand at ease. 

The amount of money expended for medical relief from January 1, 
1936, to July 31, 1936, was $714,836. The participating dentists of 
Pennsylvania received $76,919 or 10.76%. 

Your state officials realize the inadequate fees and feel very kindly 
toward their professional brothers who bore the tremendous burden. It is 
true that there were some unpleasant experiences and dissension, but the 
oe received something for its efforts and was not out-of-pocket. 

uring the last six months the program continued very smoothly; the doctors 
were familiar with the rules and regulations and the County Chairmen were 
relieved from many of the mistakes that occurred in the past. 

About the first of August, it was learned that the medical emergency 
relief would be dropped from the relief program in September. Immediate- 
ly, a meeting was called of the Healing Arts Group, which met in Harris- 
burg at the State Medical Building, August 14. The relief director, 
Mr. DeSchweinitz, informed the Board that medical relief would be dropped 
because the special session of the last legislature did not appropriate enough 
funds to carry on general relief. There was much discussion between the 
medical director and the Healing Arts Group, with the final result, that a 
resolution was passed to have a representative committee appear before the 
members of the State Emergency Relief Board, urging a more gradual 
transfer of emergency medical relief service from state to county or local 
responsibilities. 

Alter some time the resolution was granted. On September 15, the 
appointed committee with their representative briefs sat in conference with 
the State Emergency Relief Board. The Honorable George H. Earle 
listened intently, then harshly reprimanded the Healing Arts Group for 
not supporting his cause for higher taxation for relief purposes. Due to the 
shortness of time, the Healing Arts Group was not permitted to defend 
itself. After the calm, His Excellency, the Governor, suggested that one 
be chosen to represent the Healing Arts Group. The State Chairman of 
Medical Relief, Doctor Laverty, was appointed. This fine, distinguished 
gentleman could represent us and the Healing Arts Group better than 
anyone in the state, because he is familiar with all relief problems. 

Doctor Laverty was asked to report at the regular session of the State 
Emergency Relief Board on September 24. He presented the following 
recommendations: 

1. That there should be a commission appointed to study medical care for 
the indigent and marginal low income group, also future developments. 
1. The appointments to this commission to be made by the Governor, 
but selected from nominations submitted by the state hospital 
association and those similar associations representing the various 
professions of the healing arts. 

2. Appointments to be non-political. 
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3. Funds to be provided for this commission for its necessary expenses 
to conduct a comprehensive study. 
2. The continuation of the medical relief in part, selecting Counties for 
experiment. 
The recommendation for the appointment of a commission was ac- 
cepted. Emergency Medical Relief ceased as of September 24, 1936. 
| wish to thank the Board, Officers, and Trustees and especially Doctor 
C. J. Hollister for the fine cooperation and help they afforded my Committee. 
Also, | want to express my sincere and deep appreciation and admiration 
for the sincere, loyal, untiring, and unselfish devotion to duty shown by 
each individual member of the county and local Dental Relief Committees.

PRELIMINARY REPORT ON LAW ENFORCEMENT 
OCTOBER 1, 1936 


The Law Enforcement Committee cannot report any outstanding 
prosecutions since the report to the State Society in February. 

Mr. Schifano, chief of the Law Enforcement Department of the De- 
partment of Public Instruction at Harrisburg, reports an average of seven 
investigations per month since May 1936. Most of these have been for 
non-payment of registration fees, complaints of patients against advertising 
dentists for poor and unsatisfactory dental work and not returning the fee 
charged or making the work serviceable. 

Your Board planned to hold a hearing in one of the cases for unpro- 
fessional conduct but was advised by the Deputy Attorney General that 
we were courting trouble as our Act was not specific enough on revocation 
of license for this cause. 

Several complaints have been received against advertising men prac- 
ticing without advertising their full name as it is on their Dental License and 
Registration Card. The act is very definite on this subject and your com- 
mittee invite reports from all sections where this is not complied with. 

Two hearings were held in Harrisburg for revocation of licenses, but in 
both cases the evidence did not merit revocation or suspension. No hearing 
has been held in the Shor case.

Another feature of the new bill gives 
the State Examining Board more power to enforce the Dental Law. 

Beginning with the next issue of the “State Journal” the names of con- 
tributors to the Legislative Fund will be published by districts. Watch for 
your name. If it is not published, see your County Chairman at once. 

We are preparing a list of dentists who have a close personal contact 
with Senators and Representatives. If you have such a contact, notify your 
County Chairman as soon as possible. This will greatly facilitate his work 
and give us a more complete list of contacts. 

Without your help we cannot succeed—with your help we cannot fail 
in obtaining a Dental Law that will protect the public.
